Even now there are no 
laws to make effective consolidation proposals and so the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission proposal is a recommendation to he 
studied at leisure and to be acted on gradually. 
President Hoover has given the railway problem study and 
in his annual message to Congress stated that as a whole, the rail­ 
roads never were in such good physical and financial condition, 
and the country has never been so well served by them. 
“The 
greatest volume of freight traffic ever tendered is being carried 
at a speed never before attained and with satisfaction to the 
shippers. 
Efficiencies and new methods have resulted in reduc­ 
tion in the cost of providing freight transportation, and freight 
rates show a continuous descending line from the level enforced 
by the World War. 
“We have, however, not yet assured for the future that ade­ 
quate system of transportation through consolidations which was 
the objective of the Congress in the transportation act,” continues 
the President. 
“The chief purpose of consolidation is to secure 
well-balanced systems with more uniform and satisfactory rate 
structure, more equitable distribution of traffic, greater efficiency, 
and single-line instead of multiplb-Iine hauls. 
In this way the 
country will have the assurance of better service and ultimately 
at* lower and more even rates than would otherwise be attained. 
Legislation to simplify and expedite consolidation methods and 
better to protect public interest should be enacted. 
“Consideration should also be given to relief of the members 
of the Commission from the necessity of detailed attention to com ­ 
paratively inconsequential matters which, under the existing law, 
must receive their direct and personal consideration. 
It is in the 
public interest that the members of the Commission should not be 
so pressed by minor matters that they have inadequate time for 
investigation and consideration of the larger questions committed 
to them for solution. 
As to many of these minor matters, the 
function of the Commission might well be made revisory, and 
tile primary responsibility delegated to subordinate officials after 
the practice long in vogue in the executive departments.”

OHIO HOG GROWERS 
RETAIN OLD SOWS 


Other States Use Greater 
Proportion of Gilt'!. 


Swine growing practiced in Ohio dif­ 
fers 
decidedly from 
th a t in other 
states a t least in one respect—the 
keeping of old brood sows from year 
to year to raise pigs, instead of pro­ 
ducing the pigs from gilts which are 
m arketed after they have raised one 
litte r of pigs. 
Ohio is ninth among 
th e states in the num ber of hogs on 
farm s on Jan u ary I this year, but near 
the top of the list when it comes to 
the num ber of brood sow*; kept from 
year to year. 
Many of th e leading 
hog states w est of Ohio produce the 
greater num ber of pigs from gilts. 
This spring 75 per cent of the litters 
of Ohio pigs came from sows which 
previously had produced one or more 
litters, while In Iowa, M innesota, N orth 
D akota, South D akota and Kansas* 
less than 20 per cent w ere from old 
oows, and more than 80 per cent from 
gilts farrow ing for the first time. Only 
Pennsylvania ranked lower than Ohio 
this spring In the percentage of litters 
farrow ed by gilts. 
Ohio’s 
swine 
grow ers 
this 
year 
saved an average of 6.7 pigs to each 
litter. 
The average for the country as 
a whole was only 5.7 pigs. 


Live Stock Diseases 
Cause Tremendous Loss 
A tim ely and very attractive poster 
has ju st been gotten out by the Iowa 
S tate V eterinary association, in which 
attention Is called to the trem endous 
annuat loss which the live stock indus­ 
try sustains on account of disease. 
Among other things the poster sug­ 
gests eight practical ways In which the 
farm er can help reduce the losses. 
These are: 
First, select sound, healthy breed­ 
ing stock; second, keep buildings and 
prem ises thoroughly clean and sani­ 
ta ry ; third, feed well balanced, whole­ 
some ratio n s; fourth, Isolate diseased 
anim als prom ptly; fifth, use officially 
approved disinfectants; sixth, dispose 
of the carcasses prom ptly by deep 
burial, burning or rendering; seventh, 
vaccinstion against preventable dis­ 
ea se s; eighth, consult your local vet­ 
erinarian prom ptly. 
These suggestions are all very good 
and there is no doublt th a t if they 
w ere methodically carried out millions 
of dollars would annually be saved to 
the live stock industry. 


Influence on Quality 
and Quantity of Wool

try, United States D epartm ent of Ag­ 
riculture, show th a t length of staple

wool. 
Successful sheep raisers have 
found that rigid colling of aged ewes 
sad light producers is a good practice 
for th* Immediate improvement of 
their flocks.
